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CHAPTER 11

SCHOOL TRANSPORTATION AID
S. F. 484

AN ACT to appropriate from the general fund of the state of Iowa eight million dol-

lars ($8,000,000.00) to the department of public instruction for state aid for trans-
portation as provided by chapter two hundred eighty-five (285), Code 1962.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SEcTION 1. There is hereby appropriated from the general fund of
the state of Iowa to the department of public instruction for each year
of the biennium beginning July 1, 1963, and ending June 30, 1965, the
sum of four million dollars ($4,000,000.00), or so much thereof as may
be necessary, for state aid for transportation as provided by chapter
two hundred eighty-five (285), Code 1962,

CHAPTER 12

PUBLIC INSTRUCTION SPECIFIED SCHOOL AID
S. F. 481

AN ACT to make an appropriation from the general fund of the state of Iowa to the
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department of public instruction for specified school aid.
It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated from the general fund of
the state of Iowa to the department of public instruction for each year
of the biennium beginning July 1, 1963, and ending June 30, 1965, the
sum of two million twenty-one thousand five hundred dollars ($2,-
021,500.00), or so much thereof as may be necessary, to be used in the
following manner:

Aid to handicapped children (special education as
provided in chapter two hundred eighty-one (281),

Code 1962) ..o $ 1,500,000.00
Mining camp schools emergency fund ...................... 27,000.00
Mining camp schools state aid .............cccoooveiieiiees 45,000.00
Normal institute ... 49,500.00
Emergency aid for schools ..........oovoceeeimeiie 200,000.00

(None of such aid shall be distributed to any school
which the department estimates could maintain reason-
able educational standards without levying a tax in
excess of one hundred (100) mills).
For vocational education aid ... 200,000.00

(In addition to the two hundred thousand ($200,-
000.00) appropriated for this purpose under section
two hundred fifty-eight point eight (258.8), Code 1962)
